STUOYKD.—The Columbus, Georgia, Suu, 
estimates that in the confederate states of 
America there are not, perhaps, less than 
a million of dogs, little and big. -Wo're- 
jard this aa a very moderate estimate.

is quite evident that these mast eat; it is 
evident, also, that every ounce of bread they 
eat diminishes the supply of food just that 
much ; and, consequently, as the supply is 
decreased, the price of what remains must 
Decease. Suppose, for instance, that each 
dog will consume only one halt ounce of 
jread per day—that is certainly a moder- 
ate estimate ; but we desire to be clearly 
within the bounds of:reason—then the 
million of curs would consume 3,500,000 
unces per week, or 15,168,086$ poundd 


per annum. At present prices, the bread 
bus consumed by these worthless dogs 
would amount to a sum not less lhad forty- 
lix hundred thousand dollars. Tbis is the 
ribute we pay the dogs in the article of 
bread alona. How shall wa estimate the 
amount of meat they will consume, the 
amount of eggs they " suck," or- the num- 
ber of aheep they kill. Of how 'many 
pounds of wool, at §3,50 per pound, have 
these worthless canines deprived us. How 
many pairs of cotton cards -have onr noble 
women .sought in vaiir to purchase, be- 
cause the million of dog .skins have not 
been pulled from 
worthless • carcassas, 


dressed, and turned over to the manufac-^ 
turer. 
Does this seem a subject too small 


to challenge the attention of our legislators, 
or are bur sage representatives willing to 
pay the tribute for luxury afforded them by 
a pack of mangy canines. .So far as wa 
are concerned individually, we have well 
nigh arrived at the decision to vote for no 
man tp:represent the interests of his coun- 
try in legislative assemblies, who will not 
pledge himself hostile to this tremendous 
cauina tribute.

DRAFTED MEK UIVKX THE SAME BOUNTIES 


A3 VOLUNTEKBS.—There are few who un- 
derstand that the provisions of tho con- 
scription act place drafted men on terms 
of perfect equality with volunteers, giving 
them tbe same government bounty, the 
same title to pensions, the same pay, the 
same everything. 
When tho statement haa 


been made heretofore, many have discred- 
ited it; and to end all question upon the 
subject, we quote from the act itself: 


SECTION II. And be it further enacted, 


That all persons thus enrolled shall bu sub- 
ject for two yeara after tho first day of July 
succeeding the enrollment to be called into 
the military service of tho United States, 
and to continue in Bervico during the pres 
etit rebellion, not, however, exceeding the 
term of three yeara ; and when called into 
service shall be placed on the sumo footing, 
in all respects, as volunteers for three years, 
or duriug the war, including advance pay 
and bounty as now provided by low. 


So far as the general government is con- 


cerned, it treatd tho men whom it drafts, 
as will be seen from this, precisely as thouj>h 
they were soldiers who had volunteered 
themselves into its service. Over state and 
local bounties, it has no jurisdiction, and it 
is in respect to these alone that conscripts 
will enjoy less than volunteers,

The London correspondent of tho Chica- 


go Journal, July 10, says : 


The old pirate Sumter, now the Gibral- 


tar, ia at last fairly on her way to join the 
rebel navy, and, not only this, but was ab- 
solutely allowed to leave with an armament 
of magnificent guns on board. No one 
doubts—the go/eminent itself doas not 
doubt—the real object and destiny, both of 
tbo vessel and ihe guns. Both are admit- 
ted facts—and yet, the authorities, in spite 
of the proper rooaonstrancoti by our repre- 
sentatives in this country, have allowed her 
to take her departure, not only unmolested, 
but armed with tho ordinary documents 
from tho custom house. The explanation 
of the ministers, made in tho house of com- 
mons, was simply that tho authorities InJ 
satisfied themselves that the guns were of 
too large calibre to be used on board the 
Gibraltar, and hence they must be regard- 
ed in the same light as any other merchan- 
dise. 


One of the iron-clad rams building by 


Laird, member of parliament, at Birken- 
head, for the confederates, was launched 
on tho 4th of July. Sho is a moat formid- 
able war vessel, 230 feet in length, and be- 
tween 38 aud 40 feet beam. Sho is clad 
with 3J inch iron plates, and hai an iron 
noae, or piercer, 23 feet long.

is intended to be very great. Sho has two 
iron-clad turrets, and it is openly boasted

DRAFTED MES GIVEN' THE SAME Botrsiius 


AS VOLUNTEERS.—There are few who un- 
derstand that the provisions of tho con- 
scription act place drafted men on terms 
of perfect equality with volunteers, giving 
them the same government bounty, tho 
same title to pensions, the earns pay, the 
same everything. 
When tho statement has 


been made heretofore, mauy have discred- 
ited it; and to end all question upon the 
subject, we quote from the act itself: 


SECTION II. And be it further enacted, 


That all persons thus enrolled shall bo sub- 
ject for two years after the first day of July 
succeeding the enrollment to be called into 
the military service of the United States, 
and to continue in service during the pres- 
ent rebellion, not, however, exceeding the 
term of three years; and when called into 
service shall be placed ou the same footing, 
ia all respects, as volunteers for three years, 
or during the war, including advaneo pay 
and bounty us now provided by law. 


So far as the general government is con- 


cerned, it treats the men whom it drafts, 
as will be seen from this, precisely as though 
they were soldiers who had volunteered 
themselves into its service. 
Over state antl 


local bounties, it has no jurisdiction, and it 
is in respect to these alone the.', conscripts 
will enjoy less than volunteers. 


GEN. ROSECRANS' ARMY.—Very late in-

tion of our armic-s, what a vast amount of 
unreasoning and ridiculous prejudice a 
commanding general has to overcome in 
his subordinates, tha wonder would he, not 
that General Backs has not done more, but 
that he has been able to QO anything at all 
toward organizing tho colored regiments, 
upon which our jitrength down here will be 
ultimately found to depend almost entirely." 


The same correspondent, writing of the 


capitulation qf P-opt Efudsou., h^s the fol- 
lowing paragraph fearfully suggestive of 
rebel barbarity : 


I am sorry to say that rumors are afloat, 


borne out, unfortunately, too strongly by 
fuels, that our colored soldiers who have 
fallen into the hands of the rebels hav^ not 
received the treatment recognized by civil- 
ized nations. In other words, we could 
flud no negro prisoners in fort Hudson, 
and there were were none in the hospital. 
Tho simple question is — Where are iluxj f 
I leave each one to draw his own conclu- 
sions, merely Saying that I consider this a 
matter fully warranting the iuyestigatlpn 
of our authorities.
